Your Execlleosy is well aware ‘that, for 
along time pai, sil the merhante aad 
traders have ben abundantly supplied b: 
wire at their~own risk and expense with all 
the infortiation needful for the conduct of 
their business ; the Governmentsnd the com- 
munity generally have been enlirély depen- 
dent on the Chamber of Commene for what- 
ever political and general intdligence has 
teen received from Europe in advance of the 
wile, The Chimber hos contracted with 
Tonter’s Agenoy for tha supply of so many 
tdegrams per week, ate prisesasd recoupt 
itelf for the expense by gubsoriptions from 
its members, aid othera to whom it com~ 
municates all information recived.- The 
Government subtcribes a considerable sum 
per annum for the supply to the heada of 
the various public departmante of. all tele-
